Mr. 8witzler in the ehair,

The question being on amendment or pro-
nosed new section offered by Mr., Itay.

8EC. —, The right of trial by jury shall never
be abollshed or dended.

Mr. Adams offered ns g substitute:

“That the right of trinl by jury, as herotofore
enjoyed, ought to remain inviolate. But . jury
for trial of eriminal or eivil cases, in eourts not
of reeord, may consist of less than twelve men
as may be preseribed by law, Hereafter agrand
Jury shall consist of twelve wen, any nine of
whom conenrring, may find an indictment or &
true bill, and it shall be the duty of the grand
jury in each county, at least once 8 veur to in-
vestignte the official nets of ull officers haad-
ling public funds and report the same to the
court,”

On motion of Mr, MeCate the words “onghit
10" were stricken ont and the word “shall* jn-
serted.

Mr. Halliburton offered an amendment pro-
viding that a grand fury shall consist of 16 men,
12 of whom cun return indictment or true bill.
Lost.

Mr. Wallnee moved to amend so us to strike
out elause providing that grand jury shull con-
slst of certain number, Lost,

Mr. Johnson, of Cole, offered amendment
providing that grand jury shall cousist of not
less than 13 or more than 15, requiring 12 to re
turn indictment or bill. Lost.

Mr. Todd otfered amendment striking out “in
courts not of record,”  Lost,

Mr. Shauklin offered amendment to last
clause striking out word “handling® and tnsert-
ing “having charge of.” Adopted,

Mr. Wallace moved to strike out cluuse re-
quiring grand jury to investigate oflicinl nets of
officers having churge of public funds, Lost.

Mr. Shields offered amendment striking out
Intter part of first clunse after word inviolate.
Lost,

Mr. Johnson, of Nodaway, offered an amend-
ment providing that in all eivil eases u jury of
less number than 12 may be agreed upon, Lost,

Mr, Conway offered amendment that report
required in Inst clanse bein writing.  Adopted.

Mr. Lay offered an amendment changing the
form of linguage of substitute somewhat, bes
ing principully to sume effeet, Lost,

The substitute was adopted and agreed 1o us
seetion 30,

The proposition of Mr, Ray coneerning spes
eial charters and their repenl was declared out
of order, belng snme subject ns treated upon in
section 10,

The seetlons ulso offered by M. Iy relative
to mujorities and minorities were refected,

The following sedtions proposed by Mr, Lack-
Innd were adopted ;

41, That no title of nobility, or hereditary
emolument privilege, or distinction cun be
granted,

32, That the people huve the right peacably to
assemble for their commeon good aud apply to
those vested with powers of government for
redress of grievances, by petition or remons
atrances,

Also the following offered by Mr, Letehior:

33, That no person shall be deprived of lire,
liberty or property, without the duoe process of
Inw,

And the following by Mr. Crows:

34, Tnat no money shall be drawn from the
treasury. but in consequence of appropriations
made by Inw, und o regular statement and ne-
count of the receipts and expenditures ot ull
public money shall be published from time to
time,

The following proposition offered Ly Mr.
Todd was taken up:

Resolved, Thut no condition ot any gifr, de-
vise, ussignment or transfer of money, proper-
ty or choose in action, for und in behalf of any
charity, religion, charituble, educationa] or re-
ligious use, shall be valid, that shull require the
use, upplication or enjoyment thereof, in the
location, kind or condition thereof, as when
given, granted, devised, assigned or transfir-
red; provided, however, tlmt no procecds or
profits thereof, shall be removed from this
state, and in ense of fallure, non-user or lupse
of the use, the property, ussots and effects of
the uscg shull esclieat to the state,

Mr. McCube approved its object which he
understood wns to make null future grants
which by thelr limits prevented their removal
no matter how beneflelal to all concerned.

Mr. Priest thought language of nmendment
was not plain enough.

Mr. Todd explained the object of the amend-
ment, clting Instances where the grants of de-
visor had by their limitutions defeated the
main subject grant,

My, Adams offered an moendment siriking
out the words *shall be valid” and inserting af~
ter transferred, shull prevent the owners of the
charities from sellivg or transferring the prop-
erty and aporopriating the proceeds to the sane

kind of charities,”
Mr. Shields moved us a substitute for amend.

ment and first proposition: “No condition of
any gift, grant, devise, assignment or transfey

ble, educational or religlous use, limiting the
use thervof to the location, kind or condition
shereof, when given, granted or devised shall
be valid; provided, however, that no proceeds
or profits thereof #hall be removed from the
state; and in the case of failure, non-user, or
lapse of the use, the property and procerds shall
escheut 10 the state and become a part of the
school fund of the state.”

The substitute, amendment and  resolution
were rejocted,

The smendment offered by Mr, Carlton “that
real estate, yaluable only for agricultural pur-
poses, ought not to be subject to taxation for
the benefit of municipulities wus Jost,

Also the amendment of Mr, Dryden, that *no
person shall suffer enpital panishment who
shall buve been convicted upon ciretnmstuntial
evidonce alone,”

Mr. Lay offered an amendment: That there
cannot be in this stute either slavery or volun-
tary servitude, except in pumehment of crimes
whereof the party shall have been duly conviets
ed.

The preamble was agreed to,

Whereupon the committee aros: and through
its chuirman reported back the preamble amd
bill of rights us amended.

The first seetion was agreed to as follows:

First, That all political power is vested in
and derived from the people; that all govern-
ment of right criginates from the people, is
foumded upon their will onlv, and is instituted
solely for the good of the whale.

The second section was taken up as follows

RBecond, That the people of this state, hute
the Inherent, sole unid exclusive vight to regu
late the internal government and police thereof,
and of altering and abolishing their constitue
tion and form of government whenever it may
be necessary to their safety and happiness; that
Missouri is a free and independent state, subject
only tothe Constitut'on of the United Stutes,
and as the preservation of the states and the
maintenance of their governmoents, are noeess
sury to an indestructuble union, and were in-
tended to co-exist with it; the legislature is not
authorized to adopt, nor will the people of this
stute ever nssent to any amemdment or change
of the Censtitution of the United States which
may in any wise Impair the right of loeal self-

government belonging to the people of this
state,

waords “and form of government.” Lost,

Mr. Fyan moved to strike out the entire sees
tion. Lost.

Mr. Shields moved to strike out all after the
word happiness, and insert the words “but
evory such right should be exercised in pursu-
ance of law snd consistently with the Constitu-
tion of the United States; thut the Stite shull
ever remain a4 member of the American
Union: thut the preple thereof are n purt of the
American nution: that every ecitizen of the
stute owes paramount alleglance to the Consti-
tution of the United States, nnd that no law or
expression of this state in contravention there-
of cun be of any affeet.

The following scetions were ndopted, withe
out amendment :

Fifth, That all men have a natural and inde-
feasable right to worship Almighty God accord-
ing to the dictates of their own consclence ; that
no person can, on nccount of his religions opin-
ions, be rendered incligible to any offiee of trust
or henefit under this State, nor be disqualified
from testifying, or from semvingns u juror; that
no human suthority ean control or Interfore
with the rights of consclence; that no person
ought, by any law, to be molested in his person
ar estate, on aecount of his religious persuasion
or profession, but the liberty of consclence
hereby socured, shall not be so construed ns to
excuse nots of licentiousness, nor to justify
practices inconsistent with the good order
peace or safety of the state, or with the righis
of others,

Sixth, That no person ean be compelled to
erect, support or attend auny place or system of
worship, or to maintain or support any priest,
preacher, minister or teacher of any scet,
church, erced or denomination of religion; but
that ift any person shall voluntarily make a con-
tract for any such olject, he shall be held to the
porformunce of the same.

The next section was taken up us follows:

Seventh, That no money shall ever be tuken
from the publie treasury, divectly or indirectly,
in aid of any churcly, sect or denommnation of
religion, of in uid of uny priest, preacher, min-
Isteér or teacher thereof as suchi and that no
preference shiuil be given to nor any discrimi-
nation mude ngninst any church, seet or ereed
of rehgion, or any form of religious fuith or
warship.

My, Lay moved us an amendment, s proviso
that the section should not be construed to pre-
vent the employment of a chapluin by any con-
etltutional convention or genernl assembly.
Lost.

The section was adopted.

The next section was ngreed to as follows

Ergth. That no religious corporation can be
established in this state, exeept such as may be
ereated nuder a general luw tor the purpose ons
Iy of holding the title to such real estate as may
he preseribed by Inw for ehureh edifices, par-
gonages and cemeteries.

An Esxpression from President
Grant on This Subject.

His Opinions of That Much-Talk-
ed-of Bug-Bear.

Wasmxacros, 1), C., May 80.—Presi-
dent Grant has written the following let-
ter to Genern! Harry White, President of
the recent Ponnerlvania Republican State
Convention :

Execvmive  Maxsion, WASHINGTON,
May 20, 1875.—Deanr Sm: A short time
subsequent to the Presidentinl election of
1872, the press, a portion of it hostile to
the Republivan party, and partienlavly so
to the administration, started the ery of
Crmsarism and Third-term, calling on me
to define my position on the latter subject.
I believed it to be beneath the dignity of
the office which T had been twice called
upon to fill to answer such a question be-
ore the subject should he presented by
competent authority to make a nomina-
tion, or by a body ot such dignity and au-
thority as not to make a repiy a faiv sub-
jeet of ridieule. In fact, I have been sur-
prised that so many sensible persons in
the Republican party should permit their
enmity to toree upon them and their party
tan issue which

CANNOT ADD STRENGTH T TUE PARTY,

no matter how met. But a body of the
dignity and party anthority of a conven-
tion to make nominations for the State
officers of the second State in the Union
having considered this question, I deem it
not improper that I should now speak, In
the fivst place, T never sought the offiee
for a second, even u fivst, nomination. To
the first I was called from a life position—
one created by Congress expressly for me,
for supposed serviees rendered to the pub-
lie, The position vacated I liked. It
must have been most agreeable to me to
have retained it till such a time as Con-
gress might have consented to my retire-
ment, with the rank and a portion of the
emoluments which I'so much needed, to a
home where the balance of my days and
nights might be spent in peace and the
enjoyment of domestic quiet, retired from
eares which have oppressed me so con-
stantly for fourteen years. But I was
made to believe that the publie goad eall-
ed on me to muke the sacrifice.

WITHOUT SEEKING THE OFFICR

lor the second term, the nomination was
tendered to me by an unanimous vote of
the delegates uf all the States and Terri-
tories, selected by the Itepublicans of each
to represent their whole' number for the
purpose of making a nominatior, I ecan
not say that T was not pleased nt this and
at the overwhelming indorsement which
this action received at the election fullow-
ing, but it must be remembered that all
the sacrifices except that of comtort, had
been made in aceepting the first term.
Then, too, such a five of personal abuse
and slander had been kept up for four
yeurs, notwithstanding the conseientious
performance ol my duties to the best of
my understanding ( thongh I admit in
the light of subsequent events many times
subject to fair criticisms) that an indorse~
ment from the people, who alone govern
republics, was a gratifieation that it is
only human to have appreciated and en-
joyed.
Now, for the third term,

I DO NOT WANT IT
any more than I did the fivst, T wonld not
write or utter o word to change the will of
the people in expressing and in having
thelr choice. The question of the num-
ber of terms allowed to any one Exequ-
tive can only come up tairly in the sha
of a proposition to amend the Constitu-
tion, u shape in which all political parties
ean’ participate, fixing the len and
number of terms ror which any one per-
son shall be eligible for the office of Presi-
dent. Until such an amendment is adopt-
ed the people ean not be restricted in their
choice by resolution, further than they are
now restricted as to age, nativity, ete, It
may happen in the future history of the
country that to change an executive be-
cause he has heen eight years in office will
prove unfortunate, if not disastrous, The
iden that any man could elect himself
Fresident, or nominate himselt, is prepos-
terous, 1t is a veflection upon the intelli-
gence and patriotism of the people to sup-
hose such a thing possible, Any man can
destroy hi_s chanees tor the office, but no
man cin foree an eleeiion, or even nom-
ihation,

To recapitulate, I am not, nor have |
ever been, a esandidate tor renomination,
I WOULD NOT ACCEFT A NOMINATION
if it was tendered, unless it should come
under such circumstances as to make it an
imiperative duty, circumstances not likely
to arise. 1 eongratulate the convention
over which yon presided 1or the harmon
which prevailed, and for the exoellent tiok-
et put in the fiald, wnd which I hope will
be triumphantly elected,
